Terry Ronald, producer, songwriter and 
now author, talks to Victoria Purcell 
about his new book, working with the 
Minogue sisters, and growing up in 
East Dulwich in the 70s 


I was literally plucked off a 
dance floor and asked to 
sing backing vocals in this 
group, just because I looked 
weird at the time!” laughs 
songwriter and producer Terry 
Ronald. “It was the early 80s, 
it was the girls from The 
Human League, you know?” 

As he chats away in the 
impeccably furnished sitting 
room of the East Dulwich 
home he shares with husband 
Mark (and four feline friends), 
Ronald pours Earl Grey from 
the most ostentatious antique 
tea pot I’ve ever seen (the 
‘gay teapot’, he calls it.) 

“So eventually I got into 
a band, we started writing 
music and we managed 
to get a record deal.” 


Europe. Later track What the 
Child Needs became a huge 
club hit in Britain and America, 
and his album, Roma, was 
applauded by critics. But the 
music industry is a fickle 
mistress, and it wasn’t to last. 
For a guy with such huge 
passion for music, and a 
damn good ear, however, 
it wasn’t long before he was 
back in the studio - as Dannii 
Minogue’s vocal producer. 

“Dannii was signed to 
the same label and we had 
become friends, so when 
I got dropped [from the record 
label] she rang me up and 
said, ‘I need someone to 
come and help me do my 
vocals, I think youd be great.’” 

Turns out he was. His

Easy as that, then. These 
days it’s all The X Factor and 
braying teens begging for a 
shot at stardom. But Terry 
Ronald is a man who seems 
to have been born for the 
music industry, and stumbled 
into it as if the fates had it 
all planned out. 

Soon after this, Ronald was 
packed off to New York to 
record his debut album, and 
his first single Calm the Rage 
was a top 10 hit around 


production and vocal 
handiwork can be heard 
on many of Minogue’s hits: 
he penned six songs on her 
Gold-selling Neon Nights 
album, co-produced her Mardi 
Gras show in Sydney, guest 
judged and co-mentored 
alongside her on The X Factor, 
and helped her put together 
her autobiography, My Story, 
released in September last 
year. He’s worked with Kylie 
too - the first vocal producer 
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to work with the princess of 
pop after the Stock, Aitkin, 
Waterman days. He produced 
her vocals on the seminal 
Confide in Me track - the 
beginning of cool Kylie. 

“I’ve always loved music. 
I’ve always loved harmonies. 
When I was a kid growing 
up - this is so typically gay 
- I loved Abba, I loved Diana 
Ross and the Supremes. 

I would always think, ‘well 
there’s other stuff going on 
apart from the lead vocals’. 
For me it was about learning 
how harmonies worked, that’s 
what I loved.” 

His ear for a melody and 
knack for extracting top 
performances meant he was 
in demand from both record 
companies and the artists. 
Over the years he has also 
worked with Lulu, Boyzone, 
The Wanted, Westlife, 

The Saturdays, Girls Aloud 
and Cheryl Cole. 

That’s quite a CV, but 
nothing excites Ronald as 
much as talking about his 
new book, Becoming Nancy, 
which tells the tale of young 
David Starr, a 15 year-old boy 
growing up in 70s south east 
London. It’s a coming of age 
tale, as David is not only 
dealing with the usual teen 
dramas, but also his sexuality. 
In an age when racism and 
homophobia are prevalent, 
just how does one come out 


to ones’ friends and family? 
And what will the school 
bullies make of it? Especially 
since he won the part 
of Nancy in the school 
production of Oliver!. 

The semi-autobiographical 
novel paints a wonderfully 
accurate picture of the area 
back then - right down to 
David Creig’s, the old 
greengrocers on Lordship 
Lane. So you have to wonder 
how much of himself Ronald 
put into the book? 


“I did have a difficult time 
at school. When you were 
coming out at that age, it 
wasn’t like you felt like you 
were doing something 
different, it was all I knew. 

But I also remember it as a 
fantastic time - the music was 
great, and every day was like 
an adventure - you had to save 
up to buy a record, you weren’t 
handed things on a plate. 

“It’s a story I always wanted 


to tell,” he continues, “And to 
get to my age and to release 
the book - it’s the first time 
I’ve felt that excited about 
something since I first did my 
record deal. 

“What I love about it is that 
it’s set in the 70s, yet the kids 
that read it, they absolutely 
relate to it. The school 
bullying... I think so much has 
changed for gay people now, 
you can watch Eastenders or 
any TV show and there’s a 
positive gay character. But if 


you’re gay at a rough all-boys 
school, you’re still going to get 
bullied and it’s still as difficult 
to come out to your friends 
and family. I think that’s why 
15-year-old kids still relate to it.” 

The book - though it does 
have serious undertones and 
you really empathise with 
David’s anger and frustration - 
is hilarious. Ronald’s easy wit 
trickles through each chapter, 
and it had me laughing out 


loud on the train back to 
the office after our interview. 

In addition to all this, Ronald 
has just pulled off a successful 
run of The Hurly Burly Show 
at The Garrick Theatre, 
working alongside Kylie’s 
right-hand man William Baker. 
At present, he’s keeping a 
close eye on Little Belter, the 
cabaret show he has written 
and co-directed with Steve 
Anderson, staring Elouise. 

So, what comes next? 

“I want to do a musical. 

It seems logical, having done 
all that music and writing. 

I need to get a move on 
though, I don’t want to be 
tottering around when I’m 
75 going, ‘I should’ve done 
that musical!’ It will happen, 

I mean, I’ve got lots of 
talented friends to call on...”

before so it’s been quite 
a challenge.” 

The Lancashire-born 
sculptor was 
taught at St 
Martin’s School 
of Art by, 
among others, 

Sir Anthony

“I have always 
made what 
people consider 
to be abstract 
sculptures,” he 
says. “I have been 
making sculptures since I was 
15, so in a sense I have built up a kind 
of language of making over all this time. 

“They are very much sculptures that 
need to be experienced, walked around, 
to be looked at, to contemplate, 
to analyse different elements, like how 
they affect space, how they affect you 
physically. The scale of you relative to the 
scale of the sculpture is very important.” 

Lowe initiated the widely acclaimed 
Greenwich Artists Studios in the 1970s 
and then started encouraging artists to 
move to warehouses in Havelock Walk, 
Forest Hill, in 1995, when he set up his 
fabulous live-work studio. 

The area has been transformed into a 
thriving artistic hub and, eager to re¬ 
create its success, Lowe is designing 
Imperial Tower and Studios in Forest Hill, 
which he had intended to call home. 

“I want to encourage artists, crafts 
people and creative people to work there 
and, in a sense, to create a community 
a bit like Havelock Walk,” says Lowe. 

But Lowe’s son then told him about 
an old printing works in Ashby Mews, 
Brockley, and he realised the potential to 
turn it in to his perfect studio. He began 


working there in September 2010 and 
he has just purchased another four 
buildings next door. 

“I like starting with something that is 
very run down and under used. Ashby 
Mews is similar to how Havelock Walk 
was, but it also gives me a lot more 
space,” he says. “It will be huge, well 
over 15,000 square feet, with a gallery, 
studio, storage - all the things we want.” 

The father of four is in talks to feature 
the transformation on Grand Designs 
and he says: “I am going to be working 
with an award-winning architect to come 
up with a design that will probably have 
a lot to do with sculpture - the actual 
buildings will probably have a sense 
of looking like sculptures.” 

Lowe hopes his presence will 
encourage other artists to follow in his 
footsteps and set up studios in Ashby 
Mews. He spends four months of the 
year living and working in his Quinta do 
Louredo house and studio in the Algarve, 
Portugal, which he has completely

Berry good health 

T he seasonal championship that is Wimbledon is in full 
swing, and strawberries and cream are as much a part 
of the occasion as the tennis itself. Cream should only be 
an occasional treat, but indulging in berries is to be applauded as 
enthusiastically as a Federer forehand winner. 

Some berry varieties are referred to as ‘super foods’. Bright in colour, 
berries look and taste good, and are said to be packed with a lot of what 
are believed to be health protective compounds. Let’s consider the 
common cold vitamin: berries can be rich in vitamin C - a cupful of 
blackcurrants has 500% of the daily recommended 40mg. But does 
vitamin C protect against colds? It’s certainly one of the nutrients 
required for good immune function, but getting more than requirements 
doesn’t mean you’re less likely to get a cold, according to reliable studies. 

What other claims are made for ‘super foods’? Evidence for 
cranberry juice protecting against bladder infection is limited to a study 
in women. The high drop-out 
rate in longer-term studies 
looking at their health benefits 
perhaps tells its own story- 
people tend to abandon the 
new if they don’t see results. 

The agai berry is becoming increasingly popular, but there is no 
reliable evidence supporting claims it can help weight loss. Goji berrries 
and blueberries have been in our consciousness for sometime, but 
the story is the same - there is no reliable research to show these fruits 
offer health benefits beyond that conferred by, say, the humble apple. 

It is the antioxidant factor that marketers use to label a fruit as ‘super’. 

I personally, think all fruits are super, regardless of antioxidant content, 
because collectively they can make a real contribution to health in 
various ways, such as blood pressure regulation, protection against 
heart disease and certain cancers. 

Make fruit a part of your day. Fresh or frozen, berry or not, fruit is a true 
health food. Be adventurous, buy tropical, and use your imagination 
to make up a signature fruit platter with a difference at a dinner party. 
There are no rules, just buy it, eat it and love it!

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Jaguar aims to finesse the XF saloon still further with 
the latest round of revisions 


Andy Enright reports 


W hen it was launched, the 
Jaguar XF set new class 
standards in ride and handling. 
Since then, its rivals have closed the gap 
slightly, but the tactility of the Jaguar still 
has the capacity to surprise and delight. 

What was lacking was a tempting 
selection of diesel engines, and since its 
introduction we’ve seen a cleaner 3-litre 
diesel in 238 and 
272bhp flavours, and 
now there’s a four 
cylinder 2.2-litre, good 
for 188bhp. The focus is strongly on diesel 
power, with the 385bhp 5-litre V8 petrol 
engine continuing on the halo models, and 
the 510bhp supercharged version fitted to 
the fiery XFR sports saloon thumps its way 
to 60mph in 4.7s. 

But for most, there’s more relevance in 
the performance of that 2.2-litre diesel. 

The entry level XF will stop the watch at 
8.2 seconds en route to 60mph and hit 
142mph. With 450Nm of torque available 
from only 2,000rpm, there’s no shortage 
of muscle, and the XF eight-speed auto 


transmission means you’re always plugged 
into the meat of it. 

The Jaguar XF was a revelation in 2008, 
but in the intervening years, its rivals have 
come back with ever stronger offerings. 

In certain respects, the Jaguar still feels 
like the top pick in its class. Its ride and 
handling are brilliant, its steering superb, 
and its sense of occasion second to none. 

Other rivals offer more 
space and, if reducing 
carbon dioxide 
emissions is a priority, 
the XF still comes up a little short. 

Otherwise it remains a formidable 
contender. Mid-life facelifts can be tricky 
to pull off, but this time round the XF looks 
sharper, yet won’t punch big holes in the 
residual values of the outgoing model. The 
2.2-litre diesel is a smart and pragmatic 
move too. Tata Motors is clearly guiding 
Jaguar in a sympathetic manner, yet isn’t 
shying away from the bigger challenges. 
That can only be good news.

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J une means a few fantastic things 
to me: sunshine, blue skies, 
Glastonbury, Wimbledon and 
alfresco dining. It is also time for that 
wonderful summer fruit... the strawberry. 

For our most recent Keston Kitchen 
supper club, there was no way we were 
not going to use strawberries for pudding. 
My contribution to the trio of desserts we 
dished up was a strawberry ice cream. 
Making your own ice cream is easy and 
the results are so fresh and delicious, 

I would wholeheartedly recommend it. 

My friend Will picked the strawberries for 
this dish from his parent’s fruit farm, Hilters 
in Newent, Gloucestershire, which is where 
I grew up. Heading out to a Pick Your 
Own farm to gather your own strawberries 
makes the whole experience even more 
special. Enjoy the sunshine, I know I will! 

INGREDIENTS (SERVES 2-3) 

• 900g very ripe strawberries 
• 225g caster sugar 
• 150ml (14 pint) water 
• Juice of Vi lemon 
• Zest of 14 lemon 
• Juice of 14 orange 
• Zest of 14 orange 
• 300 ml (I /2 pint) whipped cream 

METHOD 

1. Dissolve the sugar in the water and boil 
for 7-10 minutes, leave to cool. 

2. Puree the strawberries in a food 
processor or rub through a sieve. 

3. Add orange and lemon juice and zest. 

4. Stir into the puree then fold in the 
whipped cream. You may need to further 
whisk until smooth and creamy. 

5. Freeze in a covered bowl and stir once 
or twice during freezing to break up the 
crystals. Freezing will usually take around 
6 hours, or you can leave overnight. 

6. Remove the tub 30 minutes before 
serving so it softens slightly, scoop into a 
glass bowl and serve with a few fresh 
strawberries. Decorate with mint leaves.

’m not showing off or anything, but I’ve had an intense month! 
What’s more, I’m prepared to share some of the highs, namely 
the most stunning way to drink Tanqueray No. Ten... with acute 
little elderflower liqueur. The cocktail I’m referencing is The 51, 
served at the rather super 51 Buckingham Gate, SW1E. 

But if, like me, you’re often housebound with hay fever, inertia or 
lack of funds, simply send out for the following: 50ml Tanqueray 
No. Ten (£27.49, Tesco), 15ml grapefruit juice, 10ml St Germain 
elderflower liqueur (£19.65, Vintage House) and a spiral of 
grapefruit peel. Serve in a martini glass, and mix with a sugar cube 
and a squeeze of real grapefruit juice. 

Walk off the excess with a trip to a beer boutique. I’ve discovered 
an off-the-peg (or rather, keg) beer retail outlet: DR.iNK on Fulham 
Palace Road, which offers 600 varieties. The Kernel Brewery’s 
India Pale Ale got a proud Beer of the Year award in 2011 (£2.65 a 
bottle) - it’s like a summer’s liquid malt loaf and certainly opened 
my eyes to the subtlety of the hop. Sweet, malty with pepper and 
spice - fab with some cheesy crisps. 

Time for a classy red from a new range of sun-kissed wines, 
encouragingly called The Shortlist Shiraz 2009 McGuigan, from the 
Barossa Valley (£14.99, Majestic). A gorgeous ruby shiraz matured 
in oak with a nick of soft vanilla. 

Velvety, soft and lasting. Equally 
you could select a nice white 
Macon Villages 2010 (£7.99, 

M&S) made from 100% 
chardonnay - a fab example 
of modern unoaked white 
burgundy. Refreshing, elegant, 
crisp and delicate. Quite simply, 
this is a medium-bodied, easy 
drinking, zesty, fruity friend 
to all occasions with a rounded 
peach on the finish. A bit like 
me really...

on finding fabulous 
fish and chips 


S ometimes, you have 
to pity the tourist. The 
journey from Heathrow 
to central London is one of 
the most dreary, concrete-clad 
and soul sapping in existence. 
And then there’s the food. 
Imagine you’re from Omaha, 
Kyoto or Shengzhou - and 
your first taste of British food 
takes place in a chippie. 

Not any old chippie, mind, 
but one that serves kebabs, 
pizza, noodles and curry 
sauce. You slap down your 
tenner on the greasy counter 
in exchange for a polystyrene 
tray of golden glory. This, at 
long last, is the famed British 
fish and chips. Then you take 
your first bite. The batter is 
soggy, the fish has the texture 
of wet cotton wool and the 
chips droop; impotent and 
useless. This is it, you think, 
as you politely force it down - 
Britain’s contribution to world 
cuisine. They were all right 
- the food really is obscene. 

It’s a crying shame, but 
understandable, because 
the creation of good fish 
and chips is as much art as 
science. The sweetness of the 
fresh fish, steamed in golden, 



shinq 
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crunchy, salty batter; the 
chips, fluffy as Cumulus 
clouds within, the outside 
beautifully crisp. The scent 
of fish and chips, wrapped 
in white paper and warm 
on one’s knee, is among the 
most beguiling in the world. 
Done properly, it’s a world- 
class dish, Rule Britannia on a 
plate, an edible Jerusalem that 


marries the bounty of our seas 
with the jewels of our soil. 
Except it’s not actually British. 

Fried fish has its roots 
in Soho’s immigrant Jewish 
communities of the 19th 
century. It was sold on the 
street, cold, alongside baked 
potatoes. And the chip is 
a French invention. Anyway, 
these two great edible icons, 
the fried fish and fried potato, 
came together sometime 


towards the end of the 19th 
century - cheap, sustaining 
food for the working class. 
This was the fuel that drove 
the Industrial Revolution, 
and one of the few foods 
unrationed during the war. 

Yet in London, proper fish 
and chips are an increasingly 
rare find. Sure, there are 
chippies everywhere, but 


the vast majority churn out 
second-rate filth. “It’s all about 
simplicity,” says Nick Crossley, 
co-owner of the splendid 
Kerbisher and Malt in 
Shepherd’s Bush. “Fresh fish, 
cooked to order in a decent 
batter in clean oil. And the 
chips, we hand cut them and 
fry them twice. And we avoid 
any of the standard 
preservatives.” These are fish 
and chips worth crossing 


town for. The fish are 
sustainably caught, the 
potatoes sourced from local 
farmers and the mushy peas 
wonderful. Crossley and his 
partner, chef Saul Reuben, 
are obsessed with the tiniest 
of details. And it shows. 

Olley’s in Herne Hill is 
equally fine. The batter’s 
sublime, the chips addictive. 
Back West is Geales, which 
has sat on the same site for 
over 60 years. It’s a little 
posher than the average 
chippy, and not cheap, but 
well worth the cash. Brady’s 
is another south London 
cracker while just across the 
river is Fisher’s, a Fulham 
legend and rightly so. 

So next time you see a 
tourist stepping into some 
second rate kebab house in 
the search of ‘authentic fish 
and chips’, grab him firmly by 
the arm and lead him towards 
a proper temple to the fish 
fryer’s art. Not only will they 
thank you forever, you’ll have 
done your country proud, too.

G ood news, Brindisa Tapas fans! The brains behind that 
particular delicious operation - Jose Pizarro - has gone 
solo, opening Jose on Bermondsey Street, a fab little 
tapas and sherry bar. Since I’ve never managed to get a seat at 
Brindisa Tapas (I will not queue for food!), I was incredibly excited 
to hear about this venture. It’s Bermondsey Street, still one 
of south London’s best kept secrets, so getting a table should 
be no problem at all, right? Wrong... 

Not only does Jose’s reputation precede him; there aren’t 
actually any tables. Instead, stand-to counters, a marble island 
with high stools, and a couple of huge wine vats on which to rest 
your sherry fill the cosy, tavern-like space. Oh, and the bar, 
of course. It’s a place where you can chat to anyone and 
everyone - call in solo on your way home from work and you’ll 
probably make more than one new friend. It’s all very un-British. 

And the food! You wouldn’t think such small dishes could pack 
such a punch, but the jamon croquetas, the very garlicky lamb 
meatballs in spicy tomato sauce, and peas, migas and chorizo 
topped with a poached egg are all to die for. As is the hake 
with allioli - it’s essentially the best, mini serving of fish and chips 
(sans chips, but there’s always patatas bravas) you will ever have. 

What I didn’t expect to see on the menu though, was rice 
pudding. Nor did I expect it to be the best darn rice pudding 
I had ever tasted - sweet, creamy and bolstered with cinnamon 
and nutmeg. And the chocolate mousse... rich and dreamy. 

Of course, you’ll need to sample a few sherries - ideally suited 
to tapas, apparently. Jose has them dry, floral, sweet and, urn, 
red... I have a lot to learn on that front, but fortunately the staff 
know their stuff, and will recommend something for you. And if 
you just want a beer, or a trusty red wine, then that’s allowed too.

T he family of a young dancer from 
Herne Hill, whose life was tragically 
cut short earlier this year after 
she was knocked down by a bus, 
are launching a charity in her name. 

Charlotte Leatherbarrow, 12, was living 
every young girl’s dream of becoming a 
performer and had landed a prestigious 
role as a dancer in the West End musical 
Billy Elliot. In a moving tribute to their 
beautiful daughter, Charlotte’s parents 
Karen and Neil set up the Charlotte 
Leatherbarrow Foundation to help other 
young performers live their dream. 

“Charlotte was a very special girl who 
touched the heart of everyone she came 
into contact with,” says Neil. “She started 
dancing when she was four and by the 
age of seven, she was working for CBBC 
on the popular TV show Numberjacks. 

“She loved dancing and was a familiar 
face at The South London Dance Studios 
in Herne Hill. But we remember her 
mostly for her ability to make anyone she 


met feel good about themselves. She had 
a wonderful sense of humour and was 
exceptionally close to her two brothers.” 

In her short life, Charlotte achieved 
so much. By the age of nine she was 
dancing with the National Youth Ballet,

Now she’s hung up her show shoes for good,

W atching the former Latin 
American champion twirl 
around her luxurious dance 
studio in Imperial Wharf, it’s hard to 
imagine Karen Hardy won’t be performing 
on stage again.

Now she is dedicating the majority of 
her time to her own dance school, Karen 
Hardy Studios.

I f there is a group of plants that I would 
simply not do without, it is geranium. 
Not the blousy, gaudy bedding 
geranium - although I like these too 
for their sheer bravado and in-your-face 
colour, though they aren't actually 
geranium at all, but the related 
Pelargonium - but the rather more 
demure yet hardy perennial 
geranium. What do 
I mean by hardy perennial? 

These are plants that come 
back every year, filling the 
garden with flower and 
attractive foliage, unlike their 
bedding-plant 
relatives that almost always succumb 
to our cold winters. 

In fact, hardy geranium have so much 
going for them they really should be 
prescribed for every garden. Beautiful 
flowers - check; handsome foliage, often 
with autumn colour - check; largely pest 
and disease free - check; pretty much 


maintenance free - check. Needless to 
say, these excellent garden manners have 
ensured they have no shortage of fans 
in the gardening world, and consequently 
have become favourites with plant 
breeders, whose living is made by 
creating new, ever more colourful cultivars. 

And the sheer variety is impressively 


extensive. Geranium sanguineum var. 
lancastriense is an exceptionally pretty 
little plant, low growing with clear pink 
flowers and small, deeply cut leaves. The 
lancastriense bit recognises its wild home 
of Walney Island (once in Lancashire but 
now in Cumbria). Fortunately it makes a 
great garden plant too, ideal for the front 
of a border in full sun with well drained soil, 


Geranium maderense is a totally 
different kettle of fish, growing to as much 
as 1.7m tall and forming a great, rounded 
head of pink flowers held on stilt-like 
roots. Put it in your garden and everyone 
will want to know what it is - although 
don’t expect it to last long, 
as this Madeira native isnt fully hardy and 
is rather short lived. 

My top geranium picks are, 
however, long-living and fully 
hardy. Geranium ‘Rozanne’ 
produces its blue flowers for 
months on end, from June until 
late October, and is perfect for 
a small London garden in sun or semi¬ 
shade, while Geranium psilostemon is a 
little bigger, reaching around 1.2m with 
gorgeous magenta flowers, each with 
a deep black centre.

The market is hot, hot, hot, says Felicity Blair 
of Roy Brooks Estate Agents 


S o here we are in London with a 
burgeoning market again and 
properties are once more selling 
like proverbial hot cakes. What happened 
to the doomsters/predictors of gloom. 
The recession? Or is that hardship 
reserved for our poor friends and 
neighbours north of Watford? 

You only have to look at the war being 
played out on your doormat to take pity 
on the trees being felled to inform you 
that we have just valued, just agreed a 
sale, just let or just sold a house on your 
road and would now like to value, sell or 
let yours too, if you’ll allow it. There 
simply isn’t enough stock to satisfy 
demand (save a tree and call me today). 

The top end is strong 

Stock levels remain tight. The 
demographics of family splits and 
increasing pressure on the capital’s 
population ensure constant demand. Our 
new super-rich class are increasingly 
insensitive to the last £50k or £100k on 
the price of a house. Furthermore, an 
influx of foreign money is fuelling central 
London prices - and East Dulwich and 
the environs are benefitting from a ripple 
effect. House values now exceed the 
levels of that 'heady summer 1 of 2007, 
and there is no shortage of buyers at the 
new prices. 

Flat-land, however, is looking 
cheap... 

Though for the first time in a long time, 
buoyant. Throughout this four year 
period, bank lending to first time buyers 
(FTBs) has been shamefully onerous with

Thereafter, 
they are inevitably going to have to relax 
their requirements and offer 80% and 
85% mortgages at reasonable rates. 


So stand-by, because when you can 
no longer trust your pension or your 
pension provider, when your investments 
show wild fluctuations or fixed fee 
deductions regardless of performance 
when the return offered on your savings 
is diddly-squat - it makes sense (as long 
as you can ride out the sticky patches 
and the following comment carries a Roy 
Brooks health 
warning) to look at 
the property market 
as 'safe as 'ouses'.
